is well known internationally. One informant, who had known subject in Germany 
in 192^-2% said subject had expressed the opinion that the Nazi party had done 
a great deal for Germany. He had said that prior to Nazism the Jews had crowded 
the medical schools and it had been nearly impossible for others to enroll. The 
informant had not seen subject since 192?. All other reports regarding subject 
were favorable.
